Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments to the claims raise new issues under 35 USC 112. For example, daim 82 while 
addressing some issues with the amendment to bovine, raises new issues because the data in the instant specification cieariy 
demonstrates that 15 passages does not achieve the specific 64% efficiency recited in the claim (also see claim 89). Other issues with 
regard to 1 12 second paragraph are raised for example claim 85 does not further limit claim 83, and there is not sufficient antecedent 
basis for the use of serum in claim 90. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments address claim 
amendments that have not been entered, in particular to the specific species of mammal used in the method. To the extent that the 
arguments apply to the instant claims, it is noted as discussed above, the data of the instant specification supports an increase of 64% 
for cells passaged only 10 passages, however the data clearly indicates cells passaged for lesser or greater times do not result in the 
same efficiency. 
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
